L o ndo n, June 10. —Gladsto ne has resigned. 
The vo te in the co mmo ns Mo nday night was 


bo o verwhelmingly against him that it was 
impo ssible fo r him to do any thing else. 
Tuesday afterno o n he anno unced his decis­ 
io n, and his o ppo nents seemed to be wild 
with jo y at the do wnfall o f the o ld leader. 
The defeat o f Mr. Gladsto ne’s go vern­ 
ment o n the spirits tax item in Mr. 
Childer’s budget, it was kno wn at the 
time, waa mainly due to the absence o f many 
suppo rters o f the go vernment who co uld 
no t be induced to co me to the rescue, despite 
the stro ng whips which were issued and the 
utmo st perso nal ex ertio ns o f Mr. Gladsto ne’s 
friends. 
The premier and his cabinet nev­ 
ertheless ex pected a majo rity , and believe 
no w that the o dd twelve vo tes wo uld have 
been o n their side if o nly o rdinary assist­ 
ance 
had 
been 
given 
them 
by the 
members 
o f 
their 
party 
despite 
the 
o ppo sitio n o f 
thirty -nine 
Parnell- 
ites. The cause o f 
this defectio n in the 
Liberal ranks is no t to be fo und in mere 
carlessness o r lack o f interest, but is due to 
a definite purpo se, altho ugh it is do ubtful 
if even the absentees ex pected so damaging 
a result fro m their silent antago nism. 
It 
is believed that a large number o f Liberals 
refrained fro m vo ting to sho w, in the mo st 
emphatic manner o pen to them, their dis­ 
appro val o f the go vernment’s fo reign po licy 
in bo th the So udan campaign and the Af­ 
ghan dispute. 
The result o f the divisio n 
was quite unex pected to all parties. 
When Gladsto ne came into the ho use 
Tuesday afterno o n he appeared quite co o l, 
and there was no sign o f ex citement abo ut 
him. 
He said the cabinet had co ncluded to 
make a co mmunicatio n to the queen, and 
mo ved the adjo urnment o f the ho use to 
Friday . 
Mr. Gladsto ne was wildly cheered upo n 
his appearance by his Liberal friends. 
Al­ 
tho ugh his statement in the bo u« e o f co m­ 
mo ns did no t co ntain any direct anno unce­ 
ment o f resignatio n by the cabinet, the 
terms he emphasised were tho se which have 
been invariably used o n similar o ccasio ns, 
and were taken to indicate that tbe resig­ 
natio ns had been decided o n and tendered 
to tbe queen. 
It is repo rted that the Co nservative lead­ 
ers at a co nference Tuesday evening de­ 
cided to accept o ffice. 
Tbe fo llo wing is a 
fo recast o f a po rtio n o f the new cabinet: 
Tbe marquis o f Salisbury , prime minister 
and secretary o f state fo r the fo reign de­ 
partment; Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, chan­ 
cello r o f the ex chequer and leader in the 
ho use o f co mmo ns; Sir Staffo rd No rthco tc 
(who will go to the ho use o f lo rd» ), lo rd 
president o f the co uncil; Lo rd Rando lph 
Churchill, secretary o f state fo r India; Co L 
Frederick A. Stanley , secretary o f state fo i 
war. 
The new ministers will attempt no meas­ 
ures calculated to give tbe Liberals a chance 
to gain a victo ry . 
They will recast the 
budget in acco rdance with the vo tes o f the 
bo use, and when the estimates are passed 
vsill disso lve parliament. 
The Parnellites co unt upo n the lapsing o f 
the co ercio n measure. 
The ministerial circle takes the defeat 
with equauimity . 
It is suppo sed that the 
cabinet, in view o f the tendency to disrup­ 
tio n and internal disco rd, were willing to 
take advantage o f a chance to resign. 
The crisis po stpo nes indefinitely a settle­ 
ment with Russia. 
The Co nservatives will 
ado pt Earl Granville’s fro ntier co nventio n, 
but will insist upo n stringent guarantees 
against further Russian advance. 
The News in an edito rial say s: The future 
o f the present mo ment is the stepping-sto ne 
to a lo ng success. 
Mr. Gladsto ne will be 
again returned to po wer by an o verwhelm­ 
ing wave o t po pular enthusiasm. 
The go v­ 
ernment was defeated by the negligence o r 
indifference o f no minal adherents. 
The Daily Telegraph thinks Sir Staffo rd 
No rthco te will be premier and leader in the 
ho use o f co mmo ns, and the marquis o f 
Salisbury fo reign secretary . In an edito rial 
it say s: 
The tho ughts o f Englishmen may 
well be turned with respect and gratitude to 
the veteran statesman who relinquishes the 
reins o f po wer with so much defereuce and 
grace, and who will gain, we ho pe, by the 
enfo rced respite fro m the to ils o f go vern­ 
ment, vigo r to resume at a future perio d the 
po sitio n which no ne but himself can 
ev i-r 
fill in tho co uncils o f the co untry and the 
debates o f her senate. 
The Standard say s that Mr. Gladsto ne 
pro ceeded to Balmo ral Tuesday evening, fo r 
the purpo se o f placing his resignatio n in the 
hands o f the queen. 
Several newspaper 
representatives watched the departure 
o f 
the Sco tch mail, but saw no thing o f the 
premier. 
Tbe Standard insists upo n the 
o f a cabinet by the To ries, sho uld 
sto ne persist in his purpo se o f 
“The To ries,*' it say s, “will no t 
matter ho w fearful the legacy bequeathed 
by tbe Gladsto ne ministry .” 
Pro minent To ry leaders have caused it to 
be understo o d that the To ries will uuder- 
take the administratio n o f the go vernment 
if th« queen requests it; o therwise they pre­ 
fer that tbe present ministry shall remain 
is o ffice and “clean up its o wn dir t”

W ash in gto n C ity , June 10.—Illino is po li­

eno ugh pleased with it. 
Mr. Marsh was his 
friend, but he had never urged Marsh’s ap­ 
po intment fo r this particular place. 
The appo intment o f Marsh bur.-fc like dy ­ 
namite amo ng McGarigle’s Chicago friends, 
and many o f them are o ut-spo ken in their 
denunciatio n o f the administratio n. J. E. 
Van Pelt, chairman o f the Co o k co unty 
Demo cratic co mmittee, was perhaps the 
mo st vigo ro us in his criticisms, and is re­ 
po rted to have used very stro ng language 
witho ut any regard fo r nicety o f ex pressio n. 
An evening paper repo rts the fo llo wing in­ 
terview with Mr. Van Pelt at Willard’s 
lo o n after’the anno uncement o f Mr. Marsh’s 
appo intment: Mr. Van Pelt said that the 
blank administratio n might go to blank;

Every appo intment

A dispatch fro m Chicago say s no o ne there 
appeared to be surprised a t the news o f tbe 
appo intment o f F. H. Marsh to the marshal- 
ship, altho ugh the o ffice had been co veted 
by to many po liticians o f that city .

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A GOOD WATCH-DOG. 


HOW AN INVISIBLE ARMOR OF ELEC­ 
TRICITY PROTECTS 


The Safes o f the Banks and Large Sto res— 
Bo w the U. 8. Treasury Is Guarded 
— Where Watchmen Still 
Reign. 


[New Yo rk Mail and Ex press.] 
The devices emp loyed by electrician s to 
con vey warn in g of threaten ed dan ger are 
n u merou s, an d some of them very qu eer. 
The bu rglar alarm that, con n ectin g with 
the doors, win dows an d scu ttle by visible 
wires, rin gs a bell when the con n ection is 
broken by violen ce, has been relegated al­ 
most en tirely to those p rivate hou ses whose 
own ers or 
ten an ts 
sleep 
within 
call. 
There is a large p awn -shop in this city that 
is fitted u p with on e of these alarms, de­ 
sign ed by the own er, who is of an in ven tive 
tu rn of min d. 
He always closes his shop at 
n ight himself, an d sleep s over the store. To 
a casu al p asser-by, who hap p en s to glan ce 
in to the office, where chaire stan d abou t 
the safe in con fu sion , it might bear the 
ap p earan ce of havin g ju st been deserted 
by a p arty of lou n gers, who broke u p in a 
hu rry. 
Bu t the chaire are n ot as in n ocen t 
as they might seem. Their legs stp n d on 
electric bu tton s, an d the slightest tou ch that 
wou ld distu rb them wou ld su mmon the 
p awn -broker from his bed-room, with a 
3even -shooter in each han d. 
THE SYSTEM IN USE. 
The system, however, that is n ow most 
gen erally adop ted in ban ks an d large stores 
is vastly more in gen iou s than the p awn ­ 
broker’s clever device. It su rrou n ds the ob­ 
ject to be p rotected with an in visible armor 


p oin t of a p in may be thru st withou t givin g 
w arning of the attack. The armor con sist-» 
of 
narro w strip s of tin foil charged with 
electricity that ru n len gthwise an d crosswise 
arou n d the object, in closin g it en tirely. 
The 
cu rren t 
is 
su p p lied 
by a bat­ 
tery at the bu rglar alarm comp an y’s office, 
where a galvan ometer of great sen sitiven ess 
registers the slightest chan ge in its in ten sity. 
The fin ger of the galvan ometer trembles be­ 
tween two dan ger p oin ts, n ot far ap art; if it 
tou ches or p asses either an .'alarm bell is 
ru n g an d keep s rin gin g till it comp els atten ­ 
tion . The bu rglar’s crowbar or gimblet 
serves to brin g abou t a discharge of the cu r­ 
ren t that p romp tly gives the sign al for 
which a su fficien t force of men is watchin g 
at the headqu arters from the hou r at which 
the stores close at n ight u n til they are 
op en ed in the morn in g. The tin foil lin in g 
is sometimes on the 6 afe or vau lt, bu t most 
frequ en tly on the in side of a wooden box or 
coverin g that is bu ilt arou n d the stron g-box. 
It is always ou t of sight. 
In jewelry stores an d silk warehou ses that 
are in dan ger from hou se-breakers, it occa­ 
sion ally lin es weak or exp osed p arts of the 
walls, con cealed ben eath a wain scotin g of 
fan cy p ap er or similar decoration . 
The 
alarms registers the op en in g an d closin g 
hou rs, an d acts as a sp y on all han ds. Every 
n ight the p olice fin d scores of store doors, 
sometimes even safes, left u n locked by care­ 
less clerks, an d the p recau tion is n ot a n eed­ 
less o ne. The mystery is that more is n ot 
stolen in New York than on e hears of. 
PROTECTING THE TREASURY.

Scriven er states: “I have seen hu n dreds of 
In dian s du rin g my residen ce in Bolivia who 
have chewed coca-leaf from you th u p ward, 
man y of whom had attain ed their 8 0th year, 
who showed n o sign of bein g affected by the 
p lan t.” Other rep orters do n ot give su ch 
glowin g accou n ts of the harmlessn ess of this 
p owerfu l stimu lan t. They say that it dis­ 
orders the digestion , in du ces loss of ap p e­ 
tite, jau n dice, emaciation 
an d drop sy, 
cau ses mu scu lar weakn ess an d tremblin g, 
men tal imbecility, an d, in foreign ers u n ac­ 
cu stomed to its u so, deliru in an d in san ity. 
From these con flictin g rep orts, it wou ld ap ­ 
p ear that coca, like alcohol an d tobacco, 
may be u sefu l or p oison ou s, accordin g to the 
qu an tity taken , the circu mstan ces u n der 
which it is u sed, an d the p erson al p ecu liari­ 
ties of tho p erson takin g it 
Like alcohol an d tobacco, in moderate 
amou n ts, coca decreases the n atu ral wear 
same timo 
an d tear of the body an d at the 
of electricity, throu gh which n ot even the iesson s the sen se of fatigu e an d in creases the 
sen se of well-bein g. 
Un like them, it acts as 
a ben u mbor of sen sation u p on the mou th, 
throat an d stomach—as an an aesthetic, in 
fact This accou n ts for the p ower of en ­ 
du rin g hu n ger an d thirst, which all who 
have u sed it refer to as remarkable. The 
same an aesthetic effects seem to be p rodu ced 
u p on the mu scu lar system, hen ce tho p ower 
to en du re fatigu e, which is equ ally remark­ 
able. 
The active p rin cip le, cocain e, is n ot 
volatile, like tho n icotin e of tobacco, bu t is 
destroyed by the excessive heat, hen ce the 
leaves when smoked do n ot p rodu ce an y 
characteristic effects. 
The man n er in which the Peru vian u ses 
the coca leaves is described as follows: He 
carries the dried leaves with him an d also a 
small flask tilled with lime or wood ashes. 
He takes a small han dfu l of leaves removes 
the woody stems an d hard filamen ts an d 
chews tho remain der to a p u lp . This is 
made in to a ball which he p ierces with a 
sp lin ter which has first been wetted an d cov­ 
ered with ashes or lime. This has a p u n gen t 
taste an d excites a flow of saliva, p art of 
which is swallowed, the remain der ejected. 
The ball is kep t in the mou th for abou t an 
hou r, when it is rep laced by an other formed 
in the same man n er. 
For medicin al p u rp oses a tea made from 
the leaves may be u sed, or an extract, win e 
or tin ctu re may be emp loyed. It has been 
given in n ervou s 
headaches, 
p arelsten t 
drowsin ess, lown ess of sp irits or melan choly, 
an d os a su bstitu te for op iu m or morp hin e 
in the treatmen t of the habit of u sin g these 
dru gs. In a recen t walkin g match at Lou is­ 
ville, on e of the female con testan ts was en - 
abled to p reven t herself bein g distan ced 
throu gh the hap p y thou ght of an emin en t 
doctor p resen t, who gave her frequ en t doses 
of win e of coca. Tho p edestrien n e felt n c 
more fatigu e an d came back to the track in 
fin e stylo, than ks to scien ce.

He became our legal ad ­ 
visor. 
Frequen tly d iscussin g matters of 
busin ess with him so I came to kn ow him 
well. My own wife had to goEast, leavin g 
my child ren with Mrs. Bowman , so for 
three years we were sid e by sid e, an d it 
was impossible for an yon e to kn ow more 
of on e than of the other. 
You can look 
on his coffin there. 
He has preced ed us, 
after havin g lived through three score 
years an d ten . You have heard his record , 
an d you kn ow what it is, my comrad es 
When the bullets were flyin g fast I saw 
him, when the d an ger came an d the bat­ 
tle roared . Then you saw a man whom 
you must hon or as well as love. 
I would 
n ot recall him if I could . 
He has d on e 
his work n obly an d well. 
He has left his 
family well provid ed for. 
You should 
have seen him when a youn g man —en er­ 
getic, ambitious an d read y to act. I had 
come here simply to d o him hon er, yet if 
word s from me will avail an ythin g, I am 
glad I have spoken . I than k you for 
havin g hon ored him as is his d ue. The 
church has given him her blessin g, we 
have given hon or. In 1861, in the sprin g 
ot that year, when the flowers were bloom­ 
in g, the d evil was loose an d the man hood 
of the coun try was called forth. Gen eral 
Bowman was read y to d o his part.

an d faithful to your coun try.
